An American Who Won Honor 


Fighting for China.

New York, Feb. H.—Captain Phllo Nor- 


ton McGlfflu, wUo became distinguished 
for his gallant work on the Chinese aide 
in the Japan-China war, committed sui- 
cide this morning at the post-graduate 
hospital by shooting himself. 


A nurse, James D, Barrett, passed ML- 


Giffln's room and beard the shot. Going 
in he found the patient sitting upright in 
>bed with blood flowing from an ugly 
1 wound on the right aide of bis head. On 
a little Ublti at the head of the bed was a 
Smith and Wesson revolver, and on the 
floor WM another pistol «f the navy pat- 
tern. It is not known how the weapons 
were secured. McGiffin had been at the 
hospital for about a month. He was taken 
there from a boarding house where he 
had become insane. He had had violent 
fits of insanity while in tho hospital. 


McGifun was an American, and a grad- 


uate of Annapolis naval academy. Before 
entering the academy he hnd distin- 
guished himself for bravery in the Pitts- 
burg railroad «tr*ke of 1877, when he run 
an engine through a howling mob, alone 
and unaided. 


WhUe in the academy he received com- 


mendation from the Secretary ot the Navy 
for rescuing two small children from a 
burning building;. He was recommended 
for bravery performed during the practice 
cruise of the Constellation. 


When the Franc-China war broke out 
McGiffla entered the Chinese service and 
distinguished himself. 
He afterward 


held many important positions in the 
Chinese navy. When the late Japan- 
China war broke out McGiffin was placed 
in command of the Chen Yuen, one of the 
most formidable -warships of the Chinese 
navy. 


It was in the fierce ,battle of Yalu river 


that he received wounds from the effects 
of which he never recovered, and to 
which injuries 
his recent shattered 


health was largely attributed. During 
the battle, famous for tta terrible loss of 
life, every man on the Chen Yuen was 
wounded and many were killed. McCHf- 
fln received aaoore of wounds. 


His most serious wounds wore received 


from one of his own cuns, in front of 
which he and a number of others were 
working. When the gun went off all the 
others were killed but Me Griffin, His 
face and body was badly lacerated, one 
eye nearly destroyed and both ear drums 
broken. When tie war aloud he re- 
turned to thia country and engaged 
largely in literary pursuits.

tion. The prince declared that he 
would prevent the Turkish troops sent 
from Smyrna, the news of whose dis- 
patch to Crete created intense excite- 
ment here, from debarking in the isl- 
and. Advices received in. Athens state 
that the town of Retimo, Crete, h 
been set on fire in several places 
Mussulmans. 


Canea, Feb. 11.—A large band of Mo- 


nomedan famtliet, wuioh had been per- 
mitted to leave here under an agreement 
with the Christians, while proceeding ,to 
HernlcUon under an esoort of troops, 
were attacked by Ckriatians and pat to 
death, 


London, Feb. 11 —The Pall Mall~Ua'- 


zette this afternoon says there is every 
reason to believe that the government of 
Groat Britian regards the dispatch of 
the Greek flotilla to Crete as a very se- 
rious mutter, and as HteJy to involve 
the gravest consequences.

OFFICAL REPORT OF RECENT STORM 


KEYSTONE CAPITAL. 


A Bill Frovldlng for It* Removal 


Phll»4«lplUa Introduced. 


Earrisburg, Pa., Feb. 11.— The bill 


offered in the senate yesterday by Mr. 
Thomas of Philadelphia, to mafce th« 
city of Philadelphia the capital and 
seat of government of the state oi 
Pennsylvania, and to submit the propo- 
sition to a vote of the. qualified electors 
of the state, provides that on and af- 
ter Jan. 1, 1889, Philadelphia shall be 
the capital and seat of government, 
provided that the said city of Philadel- 
phia shall file with the governor of the 
commonwealth a lepal, binding agree- 
meat on the part of the city to furnish 
the necessary site. That at least sixty 
days befors the next general election, 
to be held in November, 1397, the gor< 
ernor shall by proclamation order an 
election as required by the constitution 
upon 
the 
proposition, of removal. 


When the period .for the consideration 
of resolutions was reached, Mr. Kauf- 
man of Lancaster offered a resolution 
limiting1 the architect employed to pre- 
pare plans for* Hew capitol building 
to the plans, the carrying out of which 
is not to cost more than 11,000,000, Mr. 
White offered a substitute giving Ute 
commissioners of public bnildinge and 
grounds the power to give the archi- 
tect engaged general instructions as to 
tha plans. The amendment and the 
substitute were referred to the -putt',., 
buildings commission. 


Tallow F«v«r Md Smallpox In Cuba. 
Washington, Feb. 11. — Surgeon-Gen- 


eral Wyman of the marine hospital 
service has received a report on yellow 
fever and smallpox in Cuba, Tho cool 
weather and tlfe removal of a number 
of Spanish soldiers to the eastward 
has resulted in a decrease of the fever 
at Havana. During the week ending 
Jan. 2S*there were 311 deaths in the 
city, nineteen of which were cauaed 
by yellow fever. All were Spanish sol. 
diers. There were about fifty new 
cases. Smallpox carried off 108. per- 
sons, and there were about 930 new 
cases. 


Will Not Attto4 tha lurajrnral. 


Harrisburjr, Pa,, Feb. 11. — It has 


been definitely detennind that the Na- 
tional guard of Pennsylvania will not 
take part in the inaugural ceremonies 
at Washing-ton. At past inaugurations 
the troops were carried free by the 
railroad companies, but the interstate 
commerce regulations interfere this 
year. A reduced rate of fare has been 
fixed, but even, this low rate would 
make the cost of transportation of the 
Pennsylvania troops upwards of $30,000.

Drowning Companions Reported to

11. — Admiral 


Bunco has sent the navy department 
fcuch an official report of heroism and 
gallantry on boaid the vessels of his 
squadron during the terrific storm last 
Friday night as has not been known in 
naval records since tke great sl-orm 
in Samoa when tl c American fleet waa 
driven ashore. It is Captain* Crownin- 
shield's plain statement of the events of 
the early morning of last Saturday, 
when the officers and men of the bat- 
tleship Maine were taking extreme 
hazards to rescue their fellows swept 
overboard by huge seas. The admiral's 
report,, which reached the navy depart- 
ment by maillate last night, was chielly 
important in transmitting the follow- 
ing report to him from Captain Crown- 
inshield, written on board the Maine 
off Charleston, 8. C,, February 8: "Sir 
— It is with great regret that I have to 
report the loss by drowning on the 
6th inet., of Jcim Brown, seamau, 
Leonard C. Koegsl. apprentice, second- 
class, aad Axel B. Nelson, private, 
United States marine corps, cJi tlie 
morning of the 6th inst. while the ship 
Hwas in latitude 31.05, north, *nd longi- 
tude 75.43, west, about ten minutes 
after 8 o'clock. A heavy sea swept 
over the &*ck from the port .side and 
washed ovorboai d from the port gang- 
way forward of the after turret Charles 
Bassel, gunner's mate, and Leonard C. 
Bogel, apprentice, who were at work 
securing a grating. Both life buoys 
wt-re let go, the engines stopped, the- 
starboard engine hacked and the life- 
boat was lowered, naval cadet W. R. 
Gherardi taking charge. 


Heroes in tbo Water* 


"Immediately after the cry of 'man 


overboard, and before the lifeboat was 
lowered, William J. Creelman, lands- 
man, jumped overboard from the poop 
in an attempt to rescue Kogel. Creel- 
man swam well, but was unable to 
reach Kogel, who sank within about 
one minute after he went overboard. 
Greelman'a act was, gallant, -tho more 
so, perhaps, because it was at the same 
time deliberate. He had run from for- 
ward, and says ihat seeing the life- 
boat about to be lowered, hoped to 
be able to support Kogtel till the life- 
boat oame, or to take him to the buoy. 
Hassel reached the buoy soon after 
being washed overboard, and on see- 
Ing Creelman swam toward him, mak- 
ing every effort to share the buoy with 
him. 
In tho meantime the lifeboat 


vtas unable to do more than take care 
of itself, and the sea was so tre- 
mendous that it was in the greatest 
danger of being swamped. The swivel 
for tie steering oar broke off short 
and the boat was at once nearly filled 
with water. * 


Tw» Her* Men Overboard. 
~ 


"To bring the ship into position to 


pick up the Itfeboat was a grave mat- 
ter. The boat xvas dropping to leeward 
and the ship had to be1 turned through 
the trough of the sea to reach her. 
While turning the ship rolled heavily, 
water was taken on board over the tops 
of the turrets and one sea, sweeping 
across from the starboard side and 
funnelled in between the after turret 
and the after superstructure, swept 
overboard from the port quarter John 
Brown, seaman, and Axel D. Nelson, 
private, United States Marine corps. 
jVith the exception of Naval Cadet 
Knepper, who threw a grating- to Nel- 
son, and a boy, who thought he saw 
Brown dead in the water, no one can 
be found to suy that these men were 
•seen after being washed overboard. At 
about 9:15 the lifeboat was brought un- 
der the lee quarter and all of her crew 
taken out, Naval Cadet Gherardi being 
the last to leave the boat. It was im- 
possible to recover the boat. She was 
towed astern for a time, but broke 
adrift n,nd was lost to sight. 


A Hazardoni Undertaking. 


"The men ou the life buoy bad been 


lost signt of, but their general direction 
noted and immediately after saving the 
life boat's orew, the ship was headed 
for them, and shortly they were sight- 
ed, and after manoeuvering the ship for 
a time they "vvere hauled aboard at 
about 6:30 a. m., in an almost helpless 
condition. Whether or not the life 
boat should be \owered considering 
the severity of- the weather was a 
question, that had to be decided with- 
out delay. Considering the additional 
chances for the recovery of the men 
overboard I Decided to tak^ the ri&k. 
It was found, however, that the buoy 
could never be seen from the boat once 
they were separated. -by more than one 
wave length. Signals made from the 
^iffg*11? to the boat -ware -obsciired at 
times |by the heavy driving rain.

Bow to Climb Bllla. 


"Every boxer knows," says nn expert 


WU climber, "bow impossible it ia to 
deal an effective blow unless tho weight 
of tho body seconds the stroke. Precisely 
similar is hill climbing. You cannot 
climb hills xmta* you bring tho center 
of gravity of your body over the falling 
ped&L 
In these days of eidbediugly 


rapid pedaling rnoing men are not nearly 
•o attentive to ankle action as formerly, 
bat the hill climber must be, since with- 
out il the machine will stop when the 
pedals come to the dead center. It must 
be borne iu mind that on a hill there ia 
no momentum, and the machine will 
run, only as far as you can push. it. 
Therefore as the pedal rises the heel 
must he dropped and a forward push 
made, assisted by a little pull at the 
handles, a pull which drives the rider 
forward and downward, BO that the cen- 
ter of gravity is kept exactly over his 
moving crank.''—New York Press. 


A Novel New Bicycle. 


A Spnngflold (Mass.) jeweler has dft- 


vised a wheel which has neither chain 
nor sprocket, momentum being obtained 
by means of level pedals. Here is the 
only present available description of hia 
machine: "The levers, with short crank 
attachment, are iomewhat similar to 
those used for small lathes, job printing 
presses aud other foot power machines. 
The levers can be made any length de- 
sired, according to the length of the 
crank used. The levers are kept; on by a 
little pulley which runs in the groove, 
the lever being held in place by a little 
strip of steel on the underside. The 
gears are said to be more nearly me- 
chanically perfect than the bevel gears, 
and the inventor rorther claims that the 
friction on these gears is less than on 
be\il wears, and that they are so high 
up that they do not catch so much dust 
as do the sprocket and chain."—New 
York Post.

There is only one penalty that should 


DO meted out to tho man who ia convict- 
ed of the crime of campaigning a horse 
out of his proper clang, and that penalty 
in expulsion for life. 
The breeder who 


carefully rears a colt from its tenderest 
ajre to maturity, enters it in a race only 
to bo beaten in the trial of speed by 
pomo old ciunpaigner masquerading un- 
der an assumed name and thereby loses 
his just dura is being robbed with just as 
high a band as though the driver of the 
ringer "held him up" some dark night 
on a lonely road or a dark alley. One or 
two such experiences drive the breeder 
out of the business, his stud comes to 
the hammer, and the turf loses a stanch 
supporter while it keep'; the rascal If 
the latter is detected, he is perhaps ex- 
pelled, but the breeder is lotc at the 
same time, and the mischief is done. 


There is nothing new in the above-* 


very fur from it. It has all been told be- 
fore and much more that might be said 
on l he same line. That, however, counts 
for little in so grave a situation. To 
punish a criminal severely is not to ob- 
viate the remits of his malefaction nor 
to restore that which perchance lie has 
stolen. To punish him lightly, at least 
inadequately, IB to invite him to con- 
tinue in hia vicious courses us soon aa 
the opportunity shall again be vouch- 
safed him and to invite also the partici- 
pation by others in his crime. On the 
other hand, to measure out to him pun- 
ishment so sovere as to deprive him. for- 
ever of the chance to tepent his wrong- 
doing supplies (while it brings nothing 
hack to the injured party) a deterrent 
effect which w toost beneficial. It there- 
fore seems that every man convicted o* 
fraudulently campaigning a horse out oi 
his class should b« expelled fee life, 
without hope of reinstat<ewiezit, without 
a sha'lowof belief that some clay he may 
be restored to the citizenship of the turf. 
To make the penalty BO fcevere and to 
demand that it be imposed in every case 
requires, however, that it be meted out 
only after a full and complete hearing 
of the matter.—Horseman.
